DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable 
because the prior art does not teach or suggest a sheet formed of a stamper receiving layer having 
the claimed elastic modulus, an adhesive layer laminated to the stamper receiving layer with the 
claimed adhesive strength and elastic modulus, and a release sheet or a medium formed of the 
claimed stamper receiving layer and adhesive layer, the closest prior art, US 6,858,316, discloses a 
stamper receiving layer having release sheets on either surface but does not include an adhesive layer 
laminated to the stamper receiving layer.
